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Russian is an unkgdwn tongue in 
China.-As the New York ‘Timex poiity 
out, a quarter-century ago, when the 
Russian Communists sent Michael Boro- 
din as their representative in China, he 
had to deal with the Chinese in English, 
the only language that both understood, 

It is no less true today. English 
has been the language of trade tn 
China for generations past. 

Therefore the West, which has lost so 
much influence jin China, still has an 
avenue of approach. She is not shut off 
by @n impenetrable “iron curtain,” be 
yond which her voice may not reach. 
There is the rémaining hope that the 
intelligent minds of China that can ‘still 
be reached in a fongue they understand 
may be a factor in restoring a friendly 
relationship between China and the West.
